THE PATENTS ISSUED, 

Recently the following patents have been 
granted to Georgia citizens: J. 8. Purley, At- 
lanta, corn sheller; J. H. Randall, Acworth, 
spring gun; William McNaught, Jr., Carters- 
ville, side-sacddle girth. 

In the year 1880 there were issued to Geor- 
gians 77 patents, or one to every 19,987 inhab- 
itants. Alabama received 62, South Carolina 
39. Maryland leads what are known as the 
southern states with 229 patents. At the 
head of the list comes New York with 2,802, 
and next is Massachusetts having 1.330, close- 
ly followed by Pennsylvania with 1,524. 

During the year there were made 23,012 ap- 
plications for patents and designs. Of this 
number only 14,489 were granted, 12,655 went 
to the United States and 786 to foreign. 

In 1857 only 455 patents were issued, and 
the largest year’s business was that of 1876, 
Which sent out ljjoz. protected inventions, 

The offce pays the government well in 
sp.te of its horde of employes. The receipts 
forthe last year were $749,685 and the ¢x- 
penses $938,865, leaving a net revenue of $210.- 
Sz, the greatest profit of any one vear’s Oper- 
ation,

| imperceptibly slow, and often a man of good 
t}endowments in middle age, or past the me- 
|ridian, is suddenly thrown from the desk 
| where he has worked sinee his boyhood. His 
| habits have become as mechanical as the clock 
| that strikes him to work and to relief every 
I day. His intellect has shrunken to a narrow 
| routine of COpyV and calculation, 

Thus he goes oul into the world too late to 
| catch the quick methods that win its success 


in Ordinary avenues, and in tine cases out of

bor he has lost. One ot the most uninviting 
fields for a boy of brain and ambition is that 
afforded by the government departments.

- FEDERAL FACTS. 


THE PENSION ARREARAGES DIS- 
CUSSION CONTINUED. 


Mr. Beck Attacks the Gigan:ic Swindle—The Sher- 
man Refunding Bill—Mr. Orth’s Failure to 
Revolutienize the House Committees— 
Discussing the Appropriations. 


THE SENATE. 

Wasnixcton, January 17.—A number ol 
petitions for a commission of inquiry con- 
cerning the alcoholic liquor traffic, for the 
increase of pay to members of life saving 
service, and by Mr. Plumb, from the citizens 
of Kansas, for woman suffrage, were pre- 
sented. 

Mr. Davis, of West Virginia, from the com- 
mittee on appropriations, reported, with 
amendments, a bill to repeal certain laws 
rating to permanent and indefinite appro- 
priation. , 

A bill was introduced by Mr. Davis, of Ili- 
nvis, to permit Ward Hunt, associate jus ice 
of the supgeme court of the United States, to 
retire, and Mr. Blair, granting a pension to 
Lucretria R. Garfield. 

During the morning hour Mr. Beck re- 
sumed his remarks upon Mr, Ingalls’s resolu- 
tion declaring the pension arrears law ought 
not to be replealed. 

At the conclusion of Mr. Beck’s remarks, 
Mr. Ingalls said that as the funding bill had 
the precedence to-day, he would defer a 
formal reply to Mr. Beck to a more conve- 
nient time. The subject was accordingly 
passed over for the present. 

At1:20the consideration of ‘the Sherman 
funding bill was resumed. The bill was dis- 
cussed by Messrs. Plumb, Pugh, Teller, Saun- 
ders and Pendleton. 

Mr. Piumb argued that the redemption 
fund for United States notes ought to be di- 
minished. He urged the solemn duty of con- 
gress not only to cut down, but to definitely 
limit that fund at a stated figure, thereby 
making a saving to the country in the 
item of interest, while allowing the money 
heretofore hoarded in the treasury tocirculate. 
He believed that the reduction of the fund to 
$50,000,000 could safely be made. To make 
his proposition wholly conservative he had 
fixed the limit at $100,000,000, so as to make 
full and ample provision for the redemption 
of every government obligation. He advo- 
cated the redemption of the 4'4 per cents of 
surplus revenue over and above $100,000,009, 
and‘that this ought not to be reduced except 
inthe redemption of United States notes. 

Mr. Pugh said that Mr. Vest’s amendment, 
being a COpy of the Carlisle amendment, 
While applicable to tne funding bill of the 
last Congress, Was inoperative and = inconsist- 
ent with some provisions of the pending bill. 
Ile suevested some modifications making it 
applicable. He favored that amendment upon 
consideration, among others, that the failure 
of the government to force the banks to take 
news per cents would amount to the discredit 
of the banks who, in the language from the 
senator from Arkansas, (Mr. Gariand) were a 
mere fiscal agent of the government, And 
further, if notcompelled to take new bonds 
the interest of the banks would induce their 
aidin preventing the establishment of 3 
percent as the normal interest rate. He was not 
convineed of the necessity of refunding under 
the present conditions, nor is the government 
under any compulsion to pay five million 
dollars in interest as proposed Reviewing the 
operations of the banking system, and criti- 
cising as an impolitic power of the banks to 
contract the currency, Mr. Pugh went on to 
say that the opposite extremes of inflation and 
contraction of currency represented by the 
greenback and republican parties respectively 
were excesses to be avoided, and that the 
democratic party stood between these two ex- 
tremes and would keep the country on the 
ground of safety and here was the irrepressi- 
ble conilict between the two extremes and it 
was the duty of congress to restrain both. 

The senate at four o'clock, without closing 
the debate, went into cxecutive session, and 
at 4:20 adjourned until to-morrow.

THE HOUSE, 

Mr. Armfield, of North Ctrolina, offered a 
resolution for the appeittment of a commit- 
tee of five members to inquire and report 
cers of the internal revenue and other persons 
concerning the alleged abuses practiced by off- 
in the Gth collection district of North Caroli- 
na, and concerning all the other abuses per- 
petrated in said district by the internal reve- 
nue officers. The resolution is preceded 
by a preamble stating that charges have 
been made that the great expenses attending 
the collection of small internal revenue taxes 
is attributable to abuses among officers of in- 
ternal revenue. 

Mr. Ilouek, of Tennessee, commenting on 
the resolution as astump speech seut to the 
clerk's desk, had read a letter from District 
Attorney Boyd denying the charges, 

The resolution was referred to the commit- 
tee on ways and means. 

Ma. Beifo-d, of Colorado, offered a resolu- 
tion amending rule 14 so asto prevent a mem- 
ber who has the floor from parceling his time 
out to other inembers. 

Mr. Belmont, of New York, offered a reso- 
lution requesting the president.to communi- 
cate to the house all correspondence and 
communications between the government of 
the United States and its diplomatic and 
other agents occurring since the first of April, 
1879, relating to the efforts of this govern- 
ment to bring about peace between Chili, 
Peru and Bolivia, and such other correspond- 
ence on that subject as may be in possession 
of the department of state. Referred. 

Mr. Harris, of Massachusetts, chairman of 
the committee on naval affairs, reported a 
resolution directing the secretary of the navy 
to transmit to the house all the papers and 
| correspondence in the department relative to 
the Chiriqui coaling stations, and the appro- 
priation tur the purchase thereof, and re- 
questing him to withhold all payment for 
such stations until such information has been 
laid before the house and action had by con- 
gress. Adopted. : 

The call of the committees having been 
concluded, Mr. Robeson, of New Jersey, call- 
ed up the report of the committee on rules 
increasing the membership of the various 
committees of the house. He stated that 
thirteen committees, whose membership it 
was proposed to increase, had before them 
nearly 990 -per cent of all the business of the 
house. 

Mr. Page, of California, offered an amend- 
ment to provide that the committee on the 
improvement of the Mississippi river shall 
not have authority to report appropriations 
on that subject. 

Mr. Kelly offered an amendment to strike 
out the clause increasing the membership of 
the ways and means committee. 


Mr. Orth offered as a substitute for the 


coinmittee’s report his amendment for the 
election at the beginning of each congress of 


a commission charged with the duty of assigrr 
ing the membership of the committees. The 
motion was lost; yeas 107, nays 140. 

Mr. King, of Louisiana—Moved to amend 
the report so as to give the committee on the 
improvement of the Mississippl river wer 
to report the appropriations un that subject 

Pending further action the speaker an- 
nounced the appointment of Mr. Beach, of 
New York, upon the committee on public 
buildings and grounds, in place of Mr. Hew- 
ett, of New York, excused. 

The house then, at 4:45, adjourned. 

The report of the committee on rules will 
come up to morrow as unfinished business. 

THE PUBLIC EXPENDITURES. 

At a meeting of the committee on public 
expenditures of the house to-day, a proposi- 
tion to appoint a sub-committee to revise all 
measures containing appropriation was dis- 


cussed, and it is quite probable that the com- | 


mittee will insist upon its rights in this re- 


spect. For many years past this committee | 


has not exercised its right to supervise public 
expenditures, and, if it undertakes to do so 
now and is successful in overcoming the op- 
position which such an action may cause, it 
will become one of the most important com-

A Frightened Legislature—A Personal Mecting. 


current resolutions were adopted for the ap- 
pointment of a joint committee to confer 
withthe authorities of Norfolk, Lynchburg 
and Alexandria and ascertain if suitable ac- 
comimodations can be obtained in any of the 
said cities for the use of the general assembly. 
This resolution is the resuit of the small-pox 
scare, which has taken possession of the mem- 
bers. Tlie alarmists seem determined to push 
matters to the abandonment of Richmond by 
the general assembly. 

In the senate to-day the Riddleberger 
debt bill was amended in many particulars, 
without, however, changing the char- 
acter of its provisions, and was then, 
without debate, ordered to engrossment and 
third reading. 

The following billsin the senate were to- 
day advanced towards their passage: 

Bill for relief and sale of state’s interest in 
the Atlantic and Ohio railroad to Norfolk and 
Western railroad company. 

Bill providing for restoring to the public 
free cadl funa moneys unlawfully diverted 
therefrom. Thié bill provides for $400,000 of 
money realized fromthe salefof the state’s 
interest in the Atlantic, Mississippi and Ohio 
railroad shall be placed to the creat of pubtie 
free school fund. 
being intended fur the establishment of the 
colored normal school for the education of 
colored teachers. 

The readjusters are in caucus to-night. 
They have so far only nominated State Sen- 
ator George A. Morton of Norfolk as railroad 
commissioner vice Asa Rogers. The office of 
auditor of public accounts Is now (10:45 p.m.) 
under discussion. 

A personal encounter took place this morn- 
ing between J. V. Reddy, a prominent re- 
publican-readjuster candidate for the judge- 
ship of the hustings court of this city, and 
Samuel D. Davies, a professor at the Rich- 
mond college, in which the latter was consid- 
erably worsted. Davies, a few days since, 
publicly denounced Reddy as a liar and 
scoundrel. A correspondence followed, 
looking, on Reddy’s part, toa settlement by a 
hostile meeting. Davies, however, refused to 
recognize Reddy’s demand, but meeting him 
in his office, reiterated the approbious epi- 
thets. The result was that Reddy, with his 
friend, went after Davies to-day and punished 
him. 

Messrs. Reddy and Davies were arrested to- 
night together with N. J. Smith and James 
Sweeney, who were with Reddy when he as- 
saulted Davies. The whole party were placed 
under bonds for their appearance in the po- 
lice court to-morrow morning.

MYSTERIES OF JUNK. 


GLIMPSES INTO A WONDERFUL 
BUSINESS. 


How the Waste of a Great City is Utilized—The 
Extraordinary “Finds” Made by the Junk 
Dealers—Curiosities a: d Oddities 
of the Junk Shop. 


New York, January 10.—In a highly com- 
plex civilization like that of New York it is 
not to be wondered at if the waste of this 
great city has given rise to one of its most 
marvelous industries. How to utilize every 
scrap of refuse, every piece of worn out 


twine andrope, every pair of old boots, every | 


sheet of moldy paper that may be thrown 
away, isthe aim and occupation of perhaps 
10,000 persons depending on this apparently 
very humble, but in reality highly lucrative 
business for a livelihood. There are 
no less than 200 junk shops 
(wholesale and retail) in New York; 
out with carts every day to collect the 
refuse from door to coor, and_ the 
number of unlicensed ragpickers is estimated 
by officers of the license bureau at 1,000 at 
the very lowest. Some of the junk shops em- 
ploy from fifty to eighty persons in collect- 
ing, weighing, sorting and packing the stuff, 
and considering the number of families whose 
bread-winners are engaged in the industry it 
is regarded by those most competent to judge 


whole business is as systematized as the 


service. Every possible description of paste- 
board, rag, bottle, waste paper or piece of old 
metal has its fixed price, and in a famous 
junk shop of this city no less than seventeen 
grades of wares of different prices (varying by 
perhaps only one-eighth of 1 cent per pound) 
were counted by the foreman. There is, for 
instance—to speak of paper stock—‘No. 1 
means trimmings and 
clippings of white paper made from 
rags, mostly obtained from  book-bind 
ers, worth 3 centsa pound; then ‘No. 2 
white,’ émbracing circulars, spoiled sheets 
and other kinds, worth only 24% cents, and 
so on down to the heavy brown paper, made 
from ropes, and the book covers, worth only 


or). cent; and the same systematic sub- 


division is adopted with reference to the old 


white,”’ which 


tin, iron, rags, bottles and every sort of junk- 
ware. ‘The weighers employed at the junk 
shops, by force of experience, will instantly 
recognize the quality and call out at once to 
the cashier whether it is ‘‘l-cent’ or ‘‘2-cent 
stuff,’ or what itis worth, and while the 
junkman or ragpicker may occasionally drive 


one-eighth or a quarter of a cent per pound, 
he will, as a rule, acyniesce in the classifiea- 
tion of his stulf. 

The most valuable stuff, according to an 
official of the hcense bureau especially con- 
versant with the subject, are old garments, 
the cloth of which, after being unseamed and 
ripped open, is worth from 10 to 15 centsa 
pound to the manufacturers of shoddy. A 
junkman, who has a “lucky day” and finds 
plenty of old cloth rags like these, good bot- 
tles, the best sort of paper, etc., will make $4 
to $5) a day, while a wet day willsorely dimin- 
ish his profits. The bulk of the junkmen are 
Irishmen, although a goodly number of Ger- 
mans have also lately gone into the business; 
while the Italians, who are mostly unlicensed 
rag-pickers, and form quite a large colony in 
Jersey, Crosby and Mulberry streets, collect 
from the dumps and ash-barrels what the 
others (who, as Guiteau would say, are more 
“high-toned”’ ) would have left behind. 
The stuff collected by these Italians 
is so filthy that most of it has to be washed 
before it can be sold, and the best junk deal- 
ers do not accept anything from Italians be- 
eause, they say, the manufacturers to whom 
they must sell it declare that it is too dirty for

Many of them 
keep ducks and geese for the Jewish butchers 
by the hundred, and cabbage pickings will 
fatten up these sufficiently for their pur- 
poses. 

The Trish junk dealers, who form the largest 
class and control the most attractive part of 
the business, are mere scatted, but a great 
many live in Greenwich street and in Tenth 
avenue, from Fourteenth to Forty-second 
street. and some of these carry on operations 
on quite an extended scale. There is one in 
Tenth avenue, who goes about in tattered 
clothes with his cart, has twenty-four other

What the Papers Say. 
PROBABLE MURDER, 
Savannah News. 

Yesterday morning, about seven o'clock, 
the body of a white longshoreman named 
Michael Shea was discovered in the alley way 
under the bluifat the foot of Houston street, 
west of the rice mill. The report of the dis- 
covery soon collected a large’ crowd, 
and the coroner was at once _ notified 
and proceeded to the spot. The re- 
mains were viewed, when the coroner stated 
that the inquest would be postponed until 
twelve o'clock to-day. The supposition at 
first was that the unfortunate man had fallen 
from the top of the wall, a distance of ten or 
Gwelve feet, but on examination it was dis- 
covered that the skuil was fractured back of 
the right ear, and the ear also being severely 
cut. As the body was raised a stream of blood 
gushed from tie left ear, and the impression 
from this fact is that the blow which frac- 
tured his skull was dealt with a billy or some 
other blunt instrument. One of his shoes 
was partly off, and one of his _ toes 
wascut as though with a knife. The right 
temple was disfigured by an ugly bruise, ap- 
marently inflicted by a biow of a man’s fist. 

here were no other marks of violence found. 
A stiff black hat which he wore was resting 
on his face, partly shading his eyes, and it is 
presumed was placed there by his assailant. 
The only presumption is that the deceased 
was murdered, but whether he met his death 
in a fracas or was ruthlessly assassinated, can 
not now be said, and the affair is for the pres- 
ent shrouded in mystery. There are various 
surmises and reports, but as nothing definite 
or reliable could be ascertained, we refrain 
from ‘mentioning them. The coroner’s in- 
quest this morning may develop 
something that will show in what 
manner, and at whose hands the unfortunate 
man met his death. We are infotmed that 
he was generally of a quiet, peaceable dispo- 
sition, and so far as intimate friends know 
had no enemies. He was unmarried, and was 
about thirty years of age, and leaves quite a 
number of relatives, who reside in the east- 
ern portion of the city. He was seen at sev- 
eral places on Saturday night, the last time, 
so far as we can learn, between nine and ten 
o'clock. After that period his whereabouts 
are unknown to any of his relatives. The in- 
vestigation by the coroner will be thorough, 
aud itis to be hoped some information will 
be obtained that will throw some light upon 
this mysterious tragedy. 

SUICIDE IN EUFAULA. 
Macon Telegraph. 

The news of a very unfortunate affair in 
Eufaula reached us yesterday morning. From 
a gentleman who lives near the residence of 
the suicide, and who was among the first to 
reach him after the fatal shot was fired, we 
obtained the following particulars: W. H. 
Locke, brother of R. D. Locke, a well-known 
republican now holding a government posi- 
tion in Washington, has been postmaster at 
Kufaula for a long time. About a month 
azo his accounts were found to be incorrect, 
whether by reason of crookedness or errors is 
not said, and he was temporarily suspended, 
a gentleman’ by the— name of Russell 
being put in his place. rhe 
bondsmen of Locke were called 
upon to make good the alleged deficit, which 
amounted to something like $7,000. Two of 
the bondsmen had Locke arrested, but his at- 
torneys said they would be responsible for his 
forthcoming, and he was released en Saturday 
last. He told his attorneys he would be on 
hand if he was alive. On Sunday morning 
Mr. Locke arose in exceedingly depressed 
spirits. He had the idea that while inno- 
cent of any crime in- connection 
with the matter, he was being hounded to 
death by his over-cautious bondsmen. The 
idea so worked upon him that he took his 
pistol, and in his own house, before any 
of his family could stay his hand, 
placed the pistol to his temple 
and fired. He fell across the bed dead, and in 
this position was found by his neighbors, who 
heard the pistol shotand came rushing in. 
He had a very large family of children who 
are thus suunmarily deprived of support. We 
learn that Mr. Locke had a large number of 
friends in Eufaula who are satisfied that he 
could have fully explained and made good 
his apparent discrepancies. As it was, he 
felt as if he was being unjustly accused and 
maliciously persecuted, and was thus driven 
to commit the deed. 3 

\ A CIRCUS MAN. 
Savannah News. 

While Coup’s circus was in Atlanta a young 
man about sixteen or eighteen years of age 
became infatuated with the tinsel and glare 
of the saw dust ring, and ran away from his 
comfortable home to jein the company. He 
followed them to Jacksonville, where he was 
taken sick and was left behind. He was con- 
fined to his bed for several days, and when he 
recovered was out of funds, but managed to 
reach Savannah through the assistance of 
some kindly disposed persons. After arriv- 
ing here jhe went down to the wharf of the 
steamer’Katie and begged to be allowed the 
privilege of working his way on the steamer 
to Augusta. The officers needed no extra 
help, and declined to comply with the young 
man’s request, but he was so importunate 
that they Boatly yielded, and assigned him to 
some slight duty. When the steamer was 
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night, on her trip to Augusta, the young man 
was accidentally drowned. He was, it appears, 
moving about the deck, when his foot struck 
a4zainst something which caused him to lose 
his balance and he tumbled into the river. 
The night was dark, and the steamer being 
under way at the time, it was impossible to 
render him assistance promptly. Every effort 
was made to rescue him, but to no purpose, 
,and he was drowned. He had stated that he 
lived in Atlanta, where his mother resides, 
and that he had fun away to join the circus, 
but he failed to give his name, and it is not 
known who he was.

IN WHICH THE PEACE OF THE FAM- 
ILY IS RUDELY BROFEN. 


The Boyd Se¢usation in Sweetwater, Tennessee--A 
Talk with the Author of the Crime—Two Geor- 
gia Laflies Severely Wounded by a 
Desperate Luver, Who Kills Himself,

It was announced in the Tribune some days 
agro that . aseph L. ova, who killed Jiis un- 
cle.

Mr. Cannon said, *‘Joe, I am sorry for this.” 
I said ‘I am too, but he brought it on bim- 
self.’ My aunt then came trom the other 
room and asked me not to go. I said, ‘Yes, 
I will goand give myself up; which I did 
do. 

During the last few months through my 
Uncle Alban I tried to settled the feud exist- 
ing between the families and make peace 
with him. When I came up I did not know 
whether or not he had succeeded in produc- 
ing a pleasant relationship. When we were 
arranging the business matters the threat 
which my aunt had told me of a few minutes 
before in a half whisper was ringing In my 
ars. She said the letter he had written to 
her husband spoke of me and my family ‘‘as 
those dogs,” and said when he saw Jove he 
could not hardly keep his hands off him, 
When Lthoughtof the threat I could not do 
otherwise. He came at me like an infuriated 
man. Sometime ago he was in Columbus 
prying into matters around the business of 
my uncle, and came to the store, but I went 
back into my office and said nothing to him. 
Il knew he was an impétuous man, and I did 
not want to be insulted. 

I had stayed away from Sweetwater when I 
“wanted to see my folks on account of this un- 
pleasantness between the families, I regret 
that I was forced to do ir, but he would have 
beaten me up and perhaps killed me.” 

Joseph Boyd is a medium sized man, spare 
made and has sharp features. His hair isa 
light, wavy brown, and inclined to thinness 
on top. <A pair of keen black eyes looked 
out upon us through the cracks in the door, 
which lighted up as he spoke. His voice 1s 
pleasant, and he speaks with a fluency and 
correctness that is seldom heard in the prison 
cells. Heisaman about twenty-eight years 
of age. He is confident his case is -a very 
lightone. He and his companions, through 
the kindness and attention of Jailer Hood, 
are furnished with all the luxuries and con- 
veniences that the law will allow. 


The Loulsiana Tragedy. 
Macon ‘lelegraph. 

Telegraphic mention of the recent shooting 
of Mrs Thompson and Mrs. Lewis has been 
made in these columns, and we are now ena- 
bled to lay before our readers the particulars 
of the fearful tragedy. As the parties have 
many relatives and acquaintances in Macon, 
the accounts of the crime possess a Jocal in- 
terest Which warrant theirreproduction. Mrs. 
Lewis was Miss Erminie de Gratlenried., sister 
of William K. and of Marshall de Graffen- 
ried, formerly of Macon, but now a lawyer in 
Atlanta. Mr. Will 8S. Lewis was a nephew of 
Mrs. Robert Collins, of this city. From the 
Gialveston News we take the following: 

News reached us yesterday of a terrible 
tragedy which occurred on the Bonnie Doon 

jlantation (known as the Puckette place), in 
Red River parish, last Friday night, resulting 
in the wounding of two accomplished ladies, 
apd the death of a well known young man by 
hisown hand. The particulars, as we learn- 
ed them, are about as follows: Several years 
ago Mr. Will. 8. Lewis, son of the late Judge 
J. Lang Lewis. of Minden, married Miss Er- 
minie de Graffenreid, of Macon, Georgia, a 
beautifyl and highly accomplished lady, and 
brought/her to Louisiana to reside. Forspme 
time thé¢y lived on the plantation referred to 
above, and Robert S. Lewis, a brother of the 
husband, resided with them. The 
latter is spoken of by those 
who knew him as high-toned and honorable 
and much liked by all who were acquainted 
with him. Some few months ago Mr. WillS. 
Lewis died and his widow remained on the 

lantation, which was placed in charge of 
his brother Robert. It seems that Robert 
fell desperately in love with the wife of his 
deceased brother, and, the story goes, she 
promised him not to leave the place. It was 
his intention, no doubt, to have claimed her 
hand at the proper time. 

A short time ago Mrs. Thompson, a wid- 


owed sister of Mrs. Lewis, came to the place, 
and an arrangement was made between them 
to return to Macon, which somewhat exaspera- 
ted Robert. The two ladies expected to leave 
on the down trip of the Jewel, which boat they 
were awaiting. On Friday night last Robert 
wentintoe the room where his sister-in law was 
and had some conversation with her about 
going away, which resulted in his shooting 
her in the right breast with a pistol. She fell 
tu the floor, and her sister, Mrs. Thompson, 
hearing the report of the pistol, came out of 
her room and started toward them, when the 
exasperated young man shot her in the side 
of the neck, the ball passing around, not 
making, we learn, a serious wound. Young 
Lewis then knelt beside his sister-in-law and 
begged her to speak to him, but she kept her 
eyes and lips closed. Supposing he had 
Killed her, he placed the pisto! to. the 
side of his -head and blew his _ brains 
out, falling beside her a corpse. Our in- 
formant said the wound of Mrs. Lewis, he 
learned, was considered mortal.

Young Lewis lett his room armed with a 
double-barreled shotgun, a pistol, and a 
hatchet, and voing to the room where his 
mother was sleeping, he quietly locked her 
in, andthen went into the adjoining room 
where Mrs. Lewis and her sister, Mrs. Tnomp- 
son, were sleeping, leaving his» shotgun 
outside the door. ‘There were two doors to 
the room, and in locking them he aroused 
Mrs. Lewis, who stepped from the bed 
and asked what was the matter. He said 
he had come to brain her, and fired his pistol, 
the ball taking effect in the breast. She fell 
near the head of the bed. Mrs. Thompson 
then jumped out of the bed and he fired at 
her, the ball taking effect in her neck. He 
then wentand kneit beside Mrs. Lewis and 
tried to make her speak to him, but she did 
not, and he leaned over, kissed her, put the 
pistol to his head, blew his brains Out and fell 
a corpse beside her. Mrs. ‘Thompson passed out 
of the window and aroused the mother of the 
unfortunate Young man and the colored peo- 
ple on the place, and the news of the fearful 
tragedy soon spread throughout the neighbor- 
hood.

What the Papers Say. 
PROBABLE MURDER, 
Savannah News. 

Yesterday morning, about seven o'clock, 
the body of a white longshoreman named 
Michael Shea was discovered in the alley way 
under the bluff at the foot of Houston street, 
west of the rice mill. The report of the dis- 
covery soon collected a large’ crowd, 
and the coroner was at once notified 
and proceeded to the spot. The re- 
mains were viewed, when the coroner stated 
that the inquest would be postponed until 
twelve o'clock to-day. The supposition at 
first was that the unfortunate man had fallen 
from the top of the wall, a distance of ten or 
twelve feet, but on examination it was dis- 
covered that the skuil was fractured back of 
the right ear, and the ear also being severely 
cut. As the body was raised a stream of blood 
rushed from the left ear, and the impression 
rom this fact is that the blow which frac- 
tured his skull was dealt with a billy or some 
other blunt instrument. One of his shoes 
was partly off, and one of his _ toes 

rascutas though with a knife. The right 
temple was disfigured by an ugly bruise, ap- 
matrently inflicted by a biow of a man’s fist. 

here were no other marks of violence found. 
A sti black hat which he wore was resting 
on his face, partly shading his eyes, and it is 
resumed was placed there by his assailant. 
The only presumption is that the deceased 
was murdered, but whether he met his death 
in a fracas or was ruthlessly assassinated, can 
not now be said, and the affair is for the pres- 
ent shrouded in mystery. There are various 
surmises and reports, but as nothing detinite 
orreliable could be ascertained, we refrain 
from ‘mentioning them. The coroner's in- 
quest this morning may _ develop 
something that will show in what 
manner, and at whose hands the unfortunate 
man met his death. We are infotmed that 
he was generally of a quiet, peaceable dispo- 
sition, and so far as intimate friends know 
had no enemies. He was unmarried, and was 
about thirty vears of age, and leaves quite a 
number of relatives, who reside in the east- 
ern portion of the ¢ity. He was seen at sev- 
eral places on Saturday night, the last time, 
so far as we can learn, between nine and ten 
o'clock. After that period his whereabouts 
are unknown to any of his relatives. The in- 
vestigation by the coroner will be thorough, 
aud itis to be hoped some information will 
be obtained that will throw some light upon 
this mysterious tragedy. 

SUICIDE IN EUFAULA. 
Macon Telegraph. 

The news of a very unfortunate affair in 
Eufaula reached us yesterday morning. From 
a gentleman who lives near the residence of 
the suicide, and who was among the first to 
reach him after the fatal shot was fired, we 
obtained the following particulars: W. H. 
Locke, brother of R. D. Locke, a well-known 
republican now holding a government posi- 
tion in Washington, has been postmaster at 
kutaula for a long time. About a month 

ago his accounts were found to be incorrect, 
whether by reason of crookedness or errors is 
not said, and he was temporarily suspended, 
a gentleman by the name of Russell 
being put in his place. The 
bondsmen of Locke were called 
upon to make good the alleged deficit, which 
amounted to something like 37,000. Two of 
the bondsmen had Locke arrested, but his at- 
torneys said they would be responsible for his 
forthcoming, and he was released on Saturday 
last. He told his attorneys he would be on 
hand if he ‘was alive. On Sunday morning 
Mr. Locke arose in exceedingly depressed 
spirits. He had the idea that while inno- 
cent of any crime in connection 
with the matter, he was being hounded to 
death by his over-cautious bondsmen. The 
idea so worked upon him that he took his 
pistol and in his own house, before any 
of his family could stay his hand, 
placed the pistol to his’ temple 
and fired. He fell across the bed dead, and in 
this position. was found by his neighbors, who 
heard the pistol shotand came rushing in. 
He had a very large family of children who 
are thus suanmarily deprived of support. We 
learn that Mr. Locke had a large number of 
friends in Eufaula who are satisfied that he 
could have fully explained and made good 
his apparent discre ancies. As it was, he 
felt as if he was we unjustly accused and 
maliciously persecuted, and was thus driven 
to commit the deed.

A QUESTION OF ECONOMY. 

The commissioners of streets and sewers 
may have been too classical in their annual 
estimate just submitted to the city council, 
but they did not ask for one cent too much 
to make the streets of the city reasonably 
useful—to render them safe and practicable 
for man and beast. They*ask that $50,000 be 
appropriated for new work on a right basis. 
Under the new local assessment law such an 
appropriation would enable the commission- 
ers to put $150,000 during the present year 
into pavements that will defy the storms of 
the winter season. The proposition is not 
unreasonable; on the other hand, we believe 
itis true economy. If the damage that bad 
roads and sidewalks have caused to 50,000 
people in the city during the past fifteen 
days could be ascertained, and 
estimated in dollars and cents, 
it would be seen that the city has this year 
paid outon account of the streets more than 
And this weath- 
er-and-mud tax has been assessed in the most 
disagreeable manner. It has been levied in 
part on the health of the pent-up little ones, 


the commissioners ask for. 


in good part on the suffering poor, and in part 
onthe city’s reputation for healthfulness, 
comfort and enterprise. We cannot afford to 
keep up these levies of neglect and ill weath- 
er, for they disgrace us in the eyes of the 
world, and sooner or later they will depreciate 
our property. The new commissioners are 
right when they say itis economy to do sub- 
stantially and well whateveris done in the 
improvement of the city’s streets and sewers. 
The sum asked for may be somewhat burden- 
some, but it cannot be as much of a drawback 
to our property owners as the mud is at pres- 
ent. Of the two lines of policy, let us choose 
the most economical, and in this view of the 
matter few men will be apt to hesitate. We 
cannot, individually or collectively, afford to 
be mud-bound thirty days in order to save an 
annual expenditure of three dollars a head. 
THE CREDIT SYSTEM IN GEORGIA. 
For several years past THE CONSTITUTION has 


—_— 


been warning the farmers and business men 
of Georgia against that insidious foe to sub- 
stantial prosperity, the credit system, and it 
is our purpese to repeat this warning at reason- 
able intervals, but without hoping to bring 
about sucha reform as the interests of the 
people themselves demand. The precepts, 
however, which cautious persons feel moved 
to put forth in regard to the disaster that 
lyrks behind the credit system are not alto- 
gether without justification. Recent events 
are calculated to give pith and emphasis to 
whatever may be said upon this trite subject. 
From behind the apparent comfort and secu- 
rity of the credit system, disaster occasionally 
reaches forth its sharp claws and gathers in a 
victim. When the announcement of a busi- 
ness failure is made, people shake their heads 
with astonishment and regret, 4nd tora time 
those who are more fortunate, or who happen 
to be temporarily out of reach of the claws 
that lie concealed behind credit, hurry hither 
and thither gathering up the loose ends 
of their business and trimming their sails. 
Ina short while everything is serene again 
until presently the claws of disaster appear in 
anew and unexpected quarter, and another 
victim disappears. 

Itis very easy to draw a moral from all 
this, and toput it on paper, but the difficulty 
is the moral which it is fashionable to apply 
in suchecases cannot reasonably be applied 
here. 
come an institution. It is an institution 
built up and fostered by a species of legisla- 
tion little short of vicious. Nearly all our 
laws since the war have been made in the in- 
terest of the debtor class—just as if legislation 
could draw a line’ between those who 
are debtors and those who are. credi- 
tors. It is fair to say, however, that 
some of these laws seemed tu be absolutely 
demanded by the situation, but the results 
have been demoralizing in the extreme. They 
have all been in the direction of establishing 


The credit system in Georgia has be- 


a vicious credit system, and out of this our peo- 
ple and our business interests must work their 
way as best they may. 

Itisnoteasy to suggest a remedy. The 
farmer, indebted to the small provision dealer, 
is compelled to pitch his crop pretty much at 
the dictation of the latter. 
of the all-cotton policy which the majority 
of our farmers are compelled to pursue, al- 
though they know itis ruinous in the end. 
Their creditors will not be satisfied with any- 
thing else than cotton, and it is only upon 
the prospective crop of cotton that they can 
obtaincredit. Another difficulty in the way 
just now is the so-called usury law which as- 
sumes to fix the rate of interest at 8 per cent. 
Those who have money to lend can secure 
better rates and run no risks, and thus the 
farmer is compelled to buy his fertilizers and 
his supplies on time and pay arate of interest 
that runs all the way from 50 to 100 per cent. 
It seems to us that a usury law which pro- 
fesses to protect the people by regulating the 
rate of interest on money ought also to regu- 
late the usurious profits on fertilizers and 
plantation supplies. But this spe- 
cies of usury, in the midst of 
much suffering, bids fair to regu- 
late itself. The farmer cannot meet 
the obligations imposed upon him, the small 
dealers tail, and drag down the wholesale 
dealers with them. 

The evil of inflated credits works its own 
cure, but the cure is distressing and disas- 
trous. The only remedy we know of is to be 
found in the abolition of the credit svstem in 
Georgia, The effects of this would undoubt- 
edly be distressing, but it would not involve 
the wide-spread disaster now threatened by a 
continuance of the system.

During this dry, 
heated term, our fountains were almost dried up. 
and the subterranean acqueducts, or earth veins, 
were not supplied with water by which the ever ac- 
cumulating poison from decaying vegetables could 
be carried off, as usual, in small and harmless 
quantities. Last fall, this poison in large quantities 
was left on the surface of the earth, and now, dur- 
ing the continuous and heavy rainfalls, it is carried 
directly into our wells, and flows from our springs. 
Water poison, you see, is our theoretical cause for 
this fever. And now, to prevent this dread disease, 
our water, for both drinking and bathing purposes, 
should be either boiled or well filtered through 
charcoal.

The Massachusetts legislature has before ita bill, 
which is the result of a feeling of considerable 
strength in the community and among jurists, that 
justice should not be defeated by the wartof abso- 
lute unanimity inajury. How large a proportion 
of the jury should be required to give @ verdict 1s 
not fixed by the bill, and itis presumed that there 
will be along and careful discussion of its practi- 
cal bearings, even if the principle is admitted at 
all. Butitisfelt by many that the opportunities 
which are now given to the prisoner to prove his 
innocence, and the additional safeguards in the 
law aguinst injustice, might be fairly offset by some 
provision against fraud or obetivacy in the jury 
box, ifonecan be devised that is equimble ang 
practicable. It will not be easy, however, to nx a 
limit, and the advocates of the change may be told 
that the better way fora reform would be to give a 
better choice in the selection of the jury, rather 
than in removing the necessity of its unanimity. 
That there is room for improvement will probably 
not be denied by anybody who thinks of the many 
notable instances of the defeat of justice through 
fraud or ignorant obstinacy in-the jury box. 


The Cotton Kecelpts. 
New Orleans Times-Democrat. 

There has been a serious falling off in the cotton 
receipts at this port during the past weck—so serl- 
ous, indeed, that we cannot regard it as altogether 
a true indication upon which to base crop estimates. 
We have always considered the present crop & short 
one, taking our special reports, in which we have 
every confidence, as a siandard; but we doubtif the 
deficiency will be as great as the falling off In re- 
ceipts would seem toimply. The weather through- 
out the Mississippi valiey hes, for several days past, 
been simply hideous. It has rained almost 1n- 
cessantiy. The plantations are converted 
into mud _ holes, every little slough and 
coule is swollen into a_ torrent. Travel ‘is 
impossible, hauling out of the question, every de 
scription of business is at a standstill. Wecan 
understand that there is no cotton on the banks 
waiting for the boats. and that great carriers which 
a month ago numbered their cargoes by the thou- 
sands of bales, should now come to the wharves 
with a beggarly accountof hundreds. We venture 
the prediction that a week of dry. cool weather 
will change the appearance of things very materi- 
ally, though we do not believe there will be any 
continued rush of cotton into port from this time 
forth. 


Gladstone and the Prince. 
London World. 

Mr. Gladstone’s reference at the Guildhall last 
week to the prince of Wales, and his completion of 
his 40th year, was the soie felici ous and picturesque 
touch in a speech that wasin other respects a inas- 
terpiece of the art of saying nothing. The very fact 
that the prime ministeris nota professional courtier 
lends tothe compliments which he publicly bestows 
on royalty aspecial grace. There was, too, more 
than a conventional appropriateness in Mr. Glad- 
stone's remarks on the birth of the heir apparent 
forty years ago. The prince of Wales, what- 
ever may be his —— opinions, has never 
failed to pay Mr. Gladstone, both as the prime 
minister and as the real, if not titular, leader 
of the opposition, the courtesy due tothe mos- 
illustrious Englishman, and one of the greatest nat 
tional forces of the day. Mr. Gladztone has uni- 
formly acknowledged that this has been so, and 
amovg the documentary heirlooms of Hawarden 
there is probably nove more prized than a letter 
from the-prince of Wales, written four years since, 
and thanking then the preacher ef the anti-Turkish 
crusade for his condolences on the death of the 
Princess Alice—a letter couched, as all who have 
seeu it will testify, in the most graceful and the 
most touching language. His royal highness, it is 
no secret, protested with some warmth 
against the Ontission of Mr. (rlad 
stone’s name from the list of euests invited to 
the wedding of the Duke of Connaughr. 
ereign had no sooner rciuctantly charged 
Gladstone, in April, 1850, with the task of forming 
an administration, than the Prince of Wales, who 
had only just arrived in London, ca¥led in Harley 
sirectand congratulated the statesman who was 
manifestly the people’s choice A few days after- 
wards he invited all the members of the cabinetand 
several other officers of the government, to a din- 
nerat Marlboro’ house. The signilicance of the 
step was not lost on the public, and it was 
accepted as one of the many signs, consistent- 
ly = acto by the prinee, that he is imbued 
With astrong constitutional sentiment. On ane or 
two occasions since then, Mr. Gladstone has been a 
Visitor at Sandringham, and has been welcomed 
with the same cordialily asif he had been po lessa 
minister after the queen's own heart than Lord 
Beaconsfield. By such acts as these the heir ap- 
parent has shown that he can be impartial and 
just, asthe nation over whom he will some day 
rule is impartial and just, and that what he prizes 
mostin the candidates for place and power is patri- 
otic capacity to serve their country.

Her debut 
in New York was made November 21, 1859. 
and in the next month she appeared in opera, 
enacting the roles of Amia, Lucia, Rosina 
and Martha. Hardly had her fame become 
established in her native land when she 
sailed in the spring of 1860 for Europe, and 
she has not since visited the land of the free. 
It can hardly be denied that Adelina Patti 
ranks to-day as the greatest of sopranos. 

Her triumphs, won in almost every land in 
Europe, attest her popularity; and she may 
ffirly be said to command her own terms 
from the impressarii of the old world. In 
view of the undoubted fact that most. bril- 
liant operatic engagements were _ prof- 
fered Patti for the present season—by ac- 
cepting which she would have no further 
responsibility than the duty of singing on 
certain nights, with company and accesso- 
ries allarranged by others—it is impossible 
not to credit La Diva’s declaration that she 
«ame back to America largely to give the peo- 

je of her native land the opportunity of 
i aring her when her voice was in its best 
condition, and her artistic fame most firmly 
established. There is no occasion to dwell at 
length upon the unfortunate fiasco which 
marked her management during her first 
American concerts in New York. ‘The parties 
. to whom she entrusted the business arrange- 
mentsof her season had no knowledge of 
means and methods in Amcrica, and conse- 
<qjuently his excellent intentions all went for 
naught. Indeed but for a fortunate event, 
on which the diva, her management and the 
public are alike to be congratulated, Patti's 
American season would assuredly jiave proved 
a failure., Like a sensible woman the great 
artiste recognized the need of ‘‘a new de- 
parture,’’ and one pleasant day accepted Mr. 
Henry E. Abbey’s generous offer, and ar- 
ranged affairs that the remaining thirty con- 
certs of her American tour should be under 
the direction of the manager, who had di- 
rected with such success the American tour 
of Bernhardt. 

In an interview with Mr. John C. Irver yes- 
terdayv that gentleman said: ‘‘Mr. Abbey en- 
tered into negotiations for Patti last sunimer, 
but she refused to consider them at that time, 
having decided to make the tour of America 
under her own management.”’ 

“You think the tour will be a complete 
success ?”’ 

“Yes, indeed. It is true that, by the terms 
of the contract, Patti 1s to receive an immense 
amount of money. But then it must be re- 
membered that Adelina Patti stands at the 
head of her profession, and America never 
fails to recognize grand talent. Nilsson and 
Lucca gained magnificent triumphs here, and 
Mr. Fryer is very sanguine of the triumphs of 
an artiste who is conceded to be a greater at- 
traction than either of those. As regards the 
price of tickets for Adelina Patti's concert 
appearances under Mr. Abbey’s management, 
it is worth while to note that 
in all the seasons of Nils- 
son and Lucca, $4 was the price for the best 
seats. The schedule determined upon is cer- 
tuinly as moderate as could possibly be ar- 
- ranged, considering the expense which he is 
obliged to incur. It provides that the general 
admission shall be $2, with reserved seats at 
$3 in addition. The concerts that Mr. Abbey 
is to give will be infinitely more interesting 
and attractive than those in which Patti has 
thus far appeared in this country.

Senator Logan’s educational bill proposes to set 
aside the annual revenue from the whisky tax asa 
national fund for the support of free schools.

Speer, J.—l. A retraxitis the open, public 
and voluntary renunciation by the plaintiff 
in open court of his suit or cause of action, 
and if this is done by the plaintiff and a judg- 
ment entered thereon by the defendant, the 
plaintiffs right of action is forever gone.

“Suppose small-pox were to make its ap- 
pearance here to-morrow how are you pre- 
pared to meet it?” 

“Weare ready torit. We have the names 
of m re than seven hundred persons who have 
been vaccinated successtuily, and from whose 
arms 'ymph of the very Sest quality can .be 
supplied. Each of these persons could sup- 
ply lymph enough to vaccinate fifty others, 
With all the physicians at work we could, 
therefore, | think, get in ahead of the small- 
pox.” 

“Would not the people object to supplying 
the lymph from their arms?” 

“| think that it would, indeed, be a hard 
hearted person who resting secure in a protec- 
tion Which we had given him, would refuse 
to come to the aid of his fellow-citizens in 
peril, especially when he thereby sacrifices 
no hing whatever except a moment of time.’’ 

“Poctor, do you think the small-pox will 
come here?” 

“T think that we will have some cases of it, 
but as to the extent of its ravages I can make 
no prediction.” 

‘ Where will it make its appearance, do you 
think?” 

‘“T have not the slightest idea.”’ 

“Is it more likely to occur in negro neigh- 
borhoods in the worst parts of the city?’ 

‘‘Noi necessarily.” 

“It does not seem to me,’ continued the re- 
porter, ‘‘that a beautiful lady on Peachtree 
street dressed in silks and surrounded by the 
luxuries of wealth would contract the disease 
as easily as a negro living in a hovel alongside 
of the branches and sewers and surrounded 
by poverty and filth.”’ 

‘IT see,’ answered the doctor; “but if that 
lady’s son were to contract the disease in New 
York or Richmond, or anywhere else, and 
come home, and the case develop ‘and 
that mother were toundertaken to nurse him 
her only safeguard would be in the pits in 
her arm. She would be able to give her son 
more attentions which would add to his com- 
fort, but she would be none the less liable to 
tuke the disease.”’ 

‘Have the wealthy and fashionable people 
taken advantage of the vaccination offices and 
come up freely?” 

“They did not do so while I was in the 
other office, but the very best people of the 
city come here, and I am contident that I 
will soon have visits from the elite of the 
city. There is no necessity why they should 
notcome. We have a nice place here that is 
free from every sort of disturbance. In my 
private room here a lady is left alone to bare 
herarm, and then I go in and vaccinate 
her arm without anyone sceing 
the operation. My room there _ is 
as private as that of any pliysician in the 
city. Our arrangements are temporary, and 
are not as elegant as they could be if this was 
a permanent thing, but when small-pox 
makes its appearance here the people will 
come, and they won't care whether we have 
matting or body Brussels on the floor.”’ 

“Doctor, you know the city has lately built 
a pest house. Do you think that if a case of 
small-pox were to make its appearance in 
some of the higher class families, that the pa- 
tient could be carried out?” 

‘I will answer your question by telling you 

something. I had a cousin who lived in Sa- 
gannah. He was the father of a beautiful 
young girl, who was taken with small-pox. 
The officers went to the house to move her. 
My cousin met them and told them quiet- 
ly but firmly that there was one of 
two things which could be done. That the 
girl could remain undisturbed, or the officers 
could come in to take her out, but if they at- 
tempted it he would kill them in the threshold 
of his door, or they would enter over his dead 
body. He wasa quiet citizen and meant 
every word he said. The neighbors demanded 
her removal, but she was not removed. She 
recovered and is now the wife of a well ktiown 
Georgia lawyer. Human nature is the same 
allover the world. No man will want his 
relatives sent to the pest house, and this fact 
should induce vaccination all around, so as 
to make us able to meet and fight it and to 
arrest its progress by fortifying ourselves.” 

“Is Atlanta reasonably safe?’ 

“Yes, but for this reason: We now have 


plenty of good lymph. Two weeks ago we 
were in danger, but now we are practically 
out of danger of any widespread scourge.
